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Kuo keeps 
‘the birds’ 
airborne

SAN DIEGO - Birds. Navy 
jargon for the sophisticated 
aircraft which roar from car- 
rier decks, are the long arm of 
deployed battle groups re- 
sponding to global commit- 
ments. 

And it’s men like Romulus' 
Rick Kuo who help keep them 
flying. 

Kuo, the son of Evelyn Tro- 
janowski, 15865 Harrison St., 
Romulus, and Thomas Troy, 
916 N. Long Lake Blvd., Lake 
Orion, is a Navy aviation 
structural mechanic with 
Fighter Squadron Twenty- 
One (VF-21). 

He does his job by the book. 

“I provide the maintenance 
shops with up-to-date publica- 
tions needed to perform 
maintenance and repair on 
the jets,” says Kuo, the squad- 
ron’s technical publications 
librarian. 

The library Kuo maintains 
provides the 11 maintenance 
shops with everything from 
troubleshooting manuals to 
wiring schematics. 

“It’s important to keep the 
library complete and up-to- 
date,” says Kuo. “Without the 
‘pubs’, the planes wouldn't 
fly.” 

The squadron’s planes, F-4 
Phantom fighters, are re- 
nowned for their long service 
life and effectiveness in com- 
bat. The jet, flown by VF-21 
for two decades, set many 
speed, climb and altitude re- 
cords. Over the years, it has 
maintained air superiority 
when and wherever engaged 

While on combat patrol over 
North Vietnam in June 1965, 
two VF-21 Phantom crews 
shot down two MiG- 17s for the 
first MiG kills of the conflict 
In May 1972. Navy Phantoms 
accounted for eight MiGs in

one day. With 280 recorded 
air-to-air victories, it is a ver- 
satile, proven performer. 

That’s what Kuo is striving 
to be. 

Kuo attended John Glenn 
High School in Westland be- 
fore joining the Navy in 
September 1977. 

“I liked airplanes and 
wanted to travel,” he says. 

After graduating from boot 
camp at Great Lakes Naval 
Training Center north of Chi- 
cago. Kuo received special- 
ized job training as an avia- 
tion structural mechanic. 

He then reported to Patrol 
Squadron One at Barber’s 
Point Naval Air Station in 
Hawaii. From there Kuo 
made two western Pacific de- 
ployments visiting such coun- 
tries as Japan, the Philippines 
and Australia. 

Kuo reported to VF-21 in Au- 
gust 1982 and returned recent- 
ly to nearby Miramar Naval 
Air Station after a six-month 
around-the-world deployment 


aboard the aircraft carrier 
USS Coral Sea. 

During the deployment he 
earned his high school 
equivalency diploma and 
qualified as an Enlisted Avia- 
tion Warfare Specialist. 

“When I first came in.” 
says Kuo, “I partied a lot. But 
I grew up, got married and 
settled down. The Navy has 
taught me a lot about life. I do 
my best to do a good job.” 

The squadron’s transition 
from the old F-4N Phantom II 
to the latest model F-14 Tom- 
cat, a plane for the future, is 
keeping Kuo busy. 

“I'm up to my ears in 
books,” he says. “With the 
new plane comes a new tech- 
nical publications library. It’s 
a challenge starting from 
scratch. 

“But I've got time," says 
the 23-year-old petty officer. 
“I plan on staying in for 20 
years and climbing the ladder 
as high as I can "

Huron prepares for holidays 


Newly-elected City Council members and first term mayor, Beverly 
McAnally, didn’t waste any time on protocol and immediately got 
down to work. There was no time for the traditional “honeymoon” 
between council and the newly-elected mayor. 

Instead, the council moved an agenda which included a wide range 
of key items from naming a new city attorney to appointments to 
various commissions and offices. They also concurred to move council 
meetings to Monday night. 

With Fred Junior Block, the dean of the council, skipping the initial 
council meeting — he reportedly went hunting — council approved a 
motion offered by councilman Barry Baumann to switch meetings 
from Tuesday to Monday. 

Hence, City Council meetings will be held the first. second and fourth 
Mondays of the month, beginning at 8 p.m. Baumann said that one of 
the major concerns he had about holding Tuesday night meetings 
“was that our citizens were not able to get timely information about 
what council was doing. 

“We would hold two meetings before the people would find out what 
we accomplished in the first one. This way, residents can. through the 
legal publication, read on Wednesday what we (Council) did on Mon- 
day. And I believe if Councilman Block had been present at this meet- 
ing he would have also voted for the change.” 

Council has been meeting on Tuesday night since Romulus was 
incorporated as a city in 1970. 

“1 foresee no problems in conducting these meetings on Monday 
night,” Baumann added. 

At the initial meeting the council, by charter provision, must also 
select its Mayor Pro Tern and name a Chairperson Pro Tern of Council. 
Mary Ann Banks, who has served as Mayor Pro Tern for the past six 
years, retained the title by viture of receiving the most votes cast in the 
November election. (The City Charter stipulates that the top vote 
getter will serve as the Mayor Pro Tern and preside over Council). 

Newcomer to council, William Wadsworth, offered the name of Jim- 
mie Raspberry for consideration as the Chairperson Pro Tern of Coun- 
cil and the nomination was accepted unanimously by those in attend- 
ance. 

Baumann will also remain as the council’s representative to the 
Planning Commission. 

Council gave Mayor McAnally authorization to enter into an agree- 
ment with the law firm of Barry . Hopson. Francis, Mack & Seifrnan for 
legal services that may be required by the city. Mayor McAnally

pointed out in her memorandum to council “ ... to avoid new issues of 
interpretation, the contract (with the new firm) is similiar to the 
previous contracts except for the rates of compensation which are 
reduced.’ * 

One major lawsuit facing the city today is that of Bizek vs. City of 
Romulus. That lawsuit, initiated in 1976 by the then Purchasing Direc- 
tor and Assessor, Edmund Bizek, and joined by Carole Bales, Lorraine 
Kubiak, Daniel Lambert, George Hargrove (since deceased), James 
Radford. Barry Baumann. Jim Darnell, Robert D. Plank and John F. 
Chihan contended that the plaintiffs didn’t receive compensatory time 
and/or were discharged from their duties because of political reasons 
when the then mayor, James C. Stewart, took office. 

Attorney E. O'Rourke, who is handling the case for the ' • y. in- 
formed the administration and council through a letter that Dist* *ct 
Court Judge John C. Seiler has rendered a decision in the case. 

O’Rourke stated “. . . The court found that the city is liable to the 
plaintiffs for payment of wages for overtime accumulated, and not 
taken as compensatory time, at the time each of the plaintiffs’ employ- 
ment with the city was terminated. The amount of dollars must be de- 
termined either through negotiation or trial.** 

O’Rourke went on to say that the court found that the city was not 
liable to the plaintiffs for damages arising out of allegations that the 
plaintiffs were discharged for political beliefs and activity The case 
cited as controlling was the Branti case. 

“The court’s decision with respect to liability for overtime was 
based on a finding that, because the city had paid accumulated over- 
time to two employees, other than the plaintiffs, there was sufficient 
inconsistency in treating the employees that the policy to only give 
comp time’ for overtime was to some extent, at least temporarily, 
abandoned,” O'Rourke added 

O’Rourke suggested, and council agreed, to meet in private to dis- 
cuss the matter further. 

Raspberry launched his sixth term on council urging the adminis- 
tration to search for funds to construct a second senior citizens com- 
plex in the city. 

“Other commui ties are going after the funds,” Raspberry noted 
“At first we were led to believe by the federal government that no such 
funds were available But there are, therefore. I would like us to see if 
we can make application for these funds 

Later Raspberry said that there are possibly 500 applications 
“right now, if we can find the room for them for senior housing Some 
of our people are living in sub-standard housing and can't pay their

Sumpter dump is among state’s worst 


Three abandoned disposal 
sites in Sumpter Township are 
among the state's 218 most 
hazardous waste sites according 
to a list released last week by the 
state Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 

Listed among the “Toxic 200“ 
were the Satterlee landfill (on 
Judd and Carleton West); the 
Oakville Waltz Disposal site (be- 
tween Martinsville and Sumpter 
Road); and the Martinsville 
Road Disposal site (between 
Arkona and Willow Road). 

Sumpter Township Supervisor 
Jim Reeves said Monday that he 
had been “pushing for” a clean- 
up of the closed Satterlee landfill 
for the past two years. He said 
that the township was investigat- 
ing the other two sites on the list. 

“This is the first official word 
I’ve heard on those two,” he said 
••I’ve never seen them. The 
Wayne County Health Depart- 
ment is going to contact me with 


(details of) the locations.” 

Sumpter Township Trustee 
Michael Huziak said that he'd 
heard a rumor about the Oakville 
Waltz site, but had never seen it. 
“It’s a surprise to me that they 
(the state) say those places are 
out there." 

DNR geologist Beth Mursch 
said that both sites are apparent- 
ly in “very remote, woodsy loca- 
tions. A hiker found the Martins- 
ville site, and reported it to the 
DNR," she said Theother(the 
Oakville Waltz) site was 
apparently reported by district 
.DNR personnel ” 

Mursch said the reports didn’t 
indicate the source of the dump- 
ing. “But we think there's a con- 
nection between the Oakville and 
Martinsville site," she said. 

Located in the swampy, 
sparsely populated southern sec- 
tion of the township, the “mys- 
tery sites" are reported to be ab- 
out half an acre in size.

According to the DNH report, 
approximately 300 barrels of 
organic compounds were found 
at the Oakville Waltz site. “Some 
of those barrels were tested,” 
Mursch said, “and found to have 
a high metal content. In at least 
one of the barrels, we found 
traces of arsenic.” 

Barrels of paint, sludge and 
other wastes were found at the 
Martinsville site, said DNR offi- 
cials The Satterlee site contains 
evidence of * landfill leachite” (a 
broad term to describe the liquid 
spilling out of a landfill ) . Reeves 
describes the liquid as “colored 
water, oozing from the ground.” 

Gary Klepper, chief of site 
assessment for the DNR ground- 
water division, said that citizens 
living near the listed sites should 
“avoid trespassing, especially 


on the ones higher up on the list. 

“We ll be able to tell people 
more as we move into the next 
phase of investigation.” Klepper 
said. 

The three Sumpter sites all 
place in the bottom quarter of the 
list (headed by an abandoned 
Monroe County landfill contain- 
ing organic chemicals). The 
Martinsville Road site is ranked 
151, and the Oakville Waltz site 
163. Ranked lowest (at 180) is the 
Satterlee landfill.

Romulus High French students to visit Paris

There is an adage that the 
best way to learn about some- 
thing is by experiencing it. 
Soon, a group of students in 
Romulus will get a chance to 
do just that. 

The 14 youngsters who 
make up the French Club at 
Romulus High are raising 
money to help pay for a trip to 
France in April of 1984. The 


trip will be part of the Experi- 
ment in International Living 
program, which involves 
youngsters from all over the 
country. 

Various ways of making 
money are being atempted by 
the French students. So far, 
they have sold food products 
door-to-door, and currently 
they are planning a raffle in 
December. A bake sale at the 
school, and a February dance 
are also on the agenda. 


“Each student will need ab- 
out $1,400 for the trip.” said 
Jackie Riley, a French 
teacher at Romulus who is 
helping coordinate the trip 
“Realistically, we don't ex- 
pect them to earn that much 
with our activities, but every- 
thing they do earn will help 
“The businesses in the com- 
munity have been very helpful 
to us,” continued Riley. 
“They have contributed to- 
ward our raffle, and been very 


generous with our requests 

The itinerary for the trip, 
which is scheduled to last 14 
days, is divided into two sec- 
tions. Firts of all, the students 
will spend four days in the City 
of Light. Paris, to see the 
sights and get a feel for the 
country. 

After that, each student will 
spend time with a French 
family in their home. 

“This way. the kids will 
really get a feel for the french. 


their customs, and their way 
of life,” said Riley. This will 
give them a wealth of opportu- 
nities to learn about the coun- 
try and the people they have 
been studying about 
Anyone interested in help- 
ing the French Club get to 
France should keep their eyes 
open for raffle tickets for the 
scheduled December draw- 
ing There are 15 prizes avail- 
able. and a $200 television 
heads the list. 


Task Force tackles 


Romulus teen drug 
abuse problem 


The newly-formed Romulus 
Task Force Against Substance 
Abuse proposed a three-way 
approach toward drug and alco- 
hol abuse at their inaugural 
meeting. 

The task force, the result of the 
November 9 ‘ ‘The Chemical Peo- 
ple” town meeting which 
brought concerned parents and 
students together to focus on the 
problem of substance abuse in 
Romulus, is seeking solutions to 
wide-spread use of illegal drugs 
by school-age children and 
young adults. 

Headed by a panel of educa- 
tors, counselors, police and stu- 
dents the community discussed 
how the school-age population is 
affected by both drugs and alco- 
hol, and how to organize to deal 
with substance abuse at home 
and in the schools. 

Concerns of the members of 
the task force varied. 


However, the easy access of 
drugs and alcohol, negative peer 
pressures, insufficient recrea- 
tion programs and activities, in- 
adequate discipline and control 
of young people, understaffed 
youth division in the police de- 
partment, and a lack of educa- 
tion for students and their pa- 
rents about substance abuse 
were matters of general con- 
cern, the task force members 
concluded. 

Members divided into three 
committees to look into school 
policies, education, and learning 
about what previously estab- 
lished task forces have done. 

The committees will report 
back to the task force at their 
next meeting on Dec. 1 at Wick 
Elementary School library. 

The meeting begins at 7:30. All 
concerned persons are invited to 
attend.

Thanks for memories 

Emerson says 
adieu to City Hall

Mayor Justin Emerson thought he had his farewell 
speech neatly patted place last week, when the city coun- 
cil slipped him one better by reading a special tribute to 
him at the close of the meeting. 

The mayor stared pensively at the table while Council- 
man Robert Tontalo read off a long list of his accomplish- 
ments-and contented himself with a short expression of 
appreciation. “I was afraid of choking up,” he explained 
afterwards. “It’s hard to say goodbye." 

Other Belleville residents also found it difficult. “He’s 
always been just as nice and helpful as he can be on 
anything you needed” said Chamber of Commerce Direc- 
tor Leona VanBuhler. “It’s hard to imagine the city with- 
out him." 

“He’ll be a tough act to follow,” acknowledged Emer- 
son’s successor (who takes office next week) Howard 
Stinehour. “I think all the citizens of Belleville have a 
tremendous amount of respect and affection for him . That 
about sums it up, doesn’t it?” 

Not quite. Emerson’s retirement (after eight years at 
the city’s helm) also brings an end to the “working 
mayor” system. And more than anyone beforehim, “Jus- 
ty” Emerson was a working mayor. 

“Because I’m retired. I’ve been in a unique position.” 
he explained. “I worked pretty much full time, and people 
got used to having a mayor who was so available." “Now. 
we’ve switched ( in March ) to a city manager system , with 
Frank (Pascarella) here. Howard works full time. But 
just the same, he can expect a few calls at the office." 

Justy Emerson knows all about those calls. The com- 
plaints about dogs. ("They're supposed to call the police 
department, but occasionally they got me ") The down- 
and-outers. (“People needing food, clothing, a place to 
stay. I put them in touch with folks who can help ") The 
don’t-know-who-else to-call crowd. (“People griping ab- 
out the old standby’s, taxes and parking tickets.")

Rod Church wants to 
turn you on to cable

Barden Cablevision's new 
trouble-shooter for the Van 
Buren-Romulus-Inkster sys- 
tem is the first to admit 
there’s plenty of trouble his 
way that needs shooting. 

For one thing, a lot of cable 
hungry households in Van 
Buren Township are waiting 
impatiently for their turn to be 
turned on. 

“We re running more than a 
day late in Van Buren 
Township,” candidly admits 
Rod Church, regional general 
manager of Barden Cablevi- 
sion headquartered on Michi- 
gan Avenue in Inkster. 

The original turn-on of the 
first 200 households in the 
township was delayed from 
July 1 to mid-September, 
partly because of the Bell 
Telephone strike last sum- 
mer. (Bell workers provided 
necessary information about 
underground cable location.) 

Currently, delays in getting 
parts have meant another 
slowdown. “The amplifiers 
and line exteriors we need are 
arriving in bits and pieces,” 
said Church. “Since the eco- 
nomy began picking up, 
there’s been a real boom in 
cable construction — and a 
corresponding shortage of 
parts. 

Compounding the problem, 
current cable technology is 
still a “state-of-the-art sys- 
tem,” Church said. “For ev- 
ery mile of mainline cable, 
you’ve got 100,000 potential 
problems. Little screws, tran- 
sistors, — if you miss any- 
thing, the entire thing comes 
to a halt.” 

But Church emphasized, 
“We are seeing light at the end 
of the tunnel. In four weeks, at 
the latest, we ll resume con- 
struction in the areas where 
we've stopped. We ll complete 
all construction by the end of 
March, at the very latest. 
Maybe much earlier, depend- 
ing on the weather this 
winter.” 

On the job a little more than 
a month. Church stressed that 
households will be hooked up 
“as quickly as possible” fol- 
lowing initial cable construc- 
tion. The company is con- 
tinuing with a carefully de- 
lineated, four phase turn-on 
plan that began with Van 
Buren Estates and will con- 
clude at the area south of 1-94 
and east of Sumpter Road. 

(Areas scheduled next for 
cable construction include 
sections south of 1-94 and east 
of Sumpter, and north of 1-94 
and west of Belleville Road.) 

Church is the latest player on 
a team that, in August, scored 
a glittering cable coup with 
the successful bid for the De- 
troit franchise (approximate- 
ly 400,000 homes). And he's 
here, he stressed, for a very 
specific purpose. 

"I was brought on board to 
streamline this operation so 
as to allow the corporate peo- 
ple to concentrate 100 percent 
of their energies in Detroit, 
he said firmly. I don t know 
what s going on in Detroit . and 
1 don’t care " 

"My only interest is Barden 
Cablevision in Van Buren. In- 
kster. and Romulus — and 
drawing as large a number of 


pretty mild for anyone who 
has gone to the movies 
lately.” 

There’s an art to enjoying 
the art of cable, according to 
Church "You have to be will- 
ing to learn to use it, to experi- 
ment with the vast array of 
channels,” he said. "It's like 


satisfied customers as 
possible.” 

With Barden’s Inkster sys- 
tem already delivering a 
* ’ grab bag ” of cable goodies to 
some 4,000 subscribers. 
Church is devoting most of his 
14-hour work days to speeding 
up the Van Buren turn-on. 
Next in line: switching on the 
Romulus system. 

A boyish looking 40. Church 
cheerfully acknowledges that 
his new position is "a chal- 
lenge, to say the least." But 
hardly his first. A former 
musician and radio announ- 
cer ("I read Aunt Fanny's 
home recipes and the hog re- 
ports in Clinton, Iowa”), 
Church earned his stripes at 
some of the top cable firms in 
the field. 

He spent six years as gener- 
al manager of Heritage Com- 
munications in Des Moines — 
the 14th largest system in the 
country. Then, in 1978. the 
took over as regional opera- 
tions manager of the even lar- 
ger American Television 
Communications in Denver. 

“In two years, I set up eight 
to nine systems in seven diffe- 
rent states.” he recalled. "I 
brought all the construction to 
completion before turning it 
over to management. I must 
have laid about 200 miles of 
cable." 

Despite his bird’s eye view 
of the cable scene, Church 
said that it’s difficult to pre- 
dict viewers’ tastes. “It’s 
hard to put a finger on why 
people get it," he said "Peo- 
ple have 30, 40 channels. They 
say they'll get it for one sta- 
tion, and then spend all their 
time watching something 
else.”

“There’s this little learning 
channel, Appalachian Com- 
munity, and people go crazy 
over it,’' Church continued, 
“They just go crazy. It’s no- 
thing but adult ed. People buy 
it to learn about computers, 
American history, economics, 
for their jobs — or just for 
their own enjoyment.” 

Barden researchers have 
found some interesting statis- 
tics about Inkster subscri- 
bers’ choices. More than 90 
percent of subscribers want at 
least one “extra” channel, in 
addition to the basic dozen or 
so provided. About 80 percent 
of the viewers want Home Box 
Office (a general entertain- 
ment channel showing movies 
and concerts) ; 25 percent take 
the Movie Channel. A scant 1 
percent are tuned into BRA- 
VO, the “quasi cultural” sta- 
tion.” Church calls it 

Not yet available to Inkster 
viewers — but very much in 
demand — is the controversial 
Playboy channel We get ab- 
out 500 requests a month for 
it,” Church said We haven't 
made a decision on whether to 
carry it 

“Ten or 15 years ago. that 
channel would never have got- 
ten off the ground. * Church 
said “But it’s really not what 
people think The shows are 


learning to use your public lib- 
rary. You don t look at every 
book in the place, before tak- 
ing one out but just go to the 
sections you like.” 

And often the viewers who 
enjoy cable the most are the 
last to discover it. “Elderly 
viewers probably get the most 
satisfaction out of the shows.” 
Church said. * But it takes 
time and patience to get them 
interested. Usually, a friend 
or relative subscribes and 
that’s how they get hooked. 
They ’re suspicious of door-to- 
door sales people.” 

Church’s goal is a better 
than 50 percent subscriber 
turn-on We have about 4,500 
out of 10,500 potential subscri- 
bers in Inkster,’’ he said 
“That's about 44 percent If 
we can get it to about 52 per- 
cent. we re doing fine. (The 
company hopes to sell at least 
3.200 out of about 6.000 sys- 
tems in Van Buren 
Township ) 

A graduate of the universi- 
ty of hard knocks." Church 
showed his business acumen 
early in life The son of a Wis- 
consin dairy farmer. hfc spent 
more time playing guitar with 
an early rock and roll group 
than he did in school 

We were the outside- 
flashy group that gave sup- 


port to the local band,” he re- 
called. “We traveled all over 
the midwest, backing singers 
like Brenda Lee and Chuck 
Barry. But I was always the 
one who worried about the 
contracts of how we were 
paid, while everyone else just 
worried about the music.” 

Following a stint at the 
Midwestern Broadcasting 
School in Chicago, he worked 
at small-to-medium sized 
radio stations in the midwest. 
“I started as a $65 dollar a 
week writer and worked my 
way up to manager in Clin- 
ton,” he said. “Then I dec> ^d 
I was ready for a change. 

Barden’s. “open atmos- 
phere” is a welcome contrast 
to other places he’s worked. 
Church said. “The cable in- 
dustry is pretty much of a 
closed industry,” he said “It 
started out as a mom-and-pop 
thing, then went into the good 
old boy network that more or 
less excluded women and 
minorities.” 

“What I like about Barden is 
that it’s both a very human 
kind of company and a very 
businesslike one,’’ Church 
emphasized Don Barden is 
more sensitive than most 
business executives I’ve met 
This is a minority owned firm 
that draws many different 
kinds of people, and gives 
them a chance to advance ’ 

“The long work hours — 
combined with a daily com- 
mute from Toledo — haven t 
diminished Church’s enthu- 
siasm for his new job I get a 
lot of satisfaction in launching 
a new system . he said It s 
very rewarding ” 

And to relax on his days off, 
he turns to cable TV I’d 
spend al! da> watching the 
sports channel if I could 
Church declared But my 
wife's the one who really gets 
a lot of viewing in waiting for 
me to come home from work

Dreidel Game... 

A Suieet Hanukkah Tradition 


During this festive holiday sea- 
son. when the Christian world is 
commemorating the miracle of 
the birth of Christ. Jews are also 
reminded of a miracle which 
makes Hanukkah a significant 
holiday in this season of good 
cheer. 

Like most Jewish holidays, 
Hanukkah — the feast of lights — 
combines joy with solemnity 
The holiday, which means rede- 
dication. commemorates an 
ancient fight and victory to pre- 
serve the Jewish religion and 
traditions. 

At holiday time, Jewish chil- 
dren are told the story of Judah 
Maccabeus, who, with a small 
courageous band of followers, 
led a successful fight against the 
Syrian-Greek oppressor Anti- 
ochus in 164 B.C. The temple, 
which had been seized, was re- 
captured, and the joyous people 
set about to rededicate it. But 
when it came time for the redica- 
tion ceremonies, only one flask of 
oil was to be found — enough to 
burn for one day. Then a miracle 
occurred . . . The oil lasted for 
eight days. Thereafter, Hanuk- 
kah has been an eight-day 
holiday. 

In keeping with the joyous 
mood of the season, the celebra- 
tion of Hanukkah tends to take on 
some of the popular aspects of 
Christmas. Gifts are exchanged, 
homes are decorated and festive 
meals are planned. 

One strictly Hanukkah custom 


that ’s perfect for the young set is 
the Dreidel game, a top spinning 
game of chance for which the tra- 
ditional rewards are mounds of 
delicious candies or other sweet- 
eating confections. 

The National Confectioners 
Association recommends using 
small confections, either indi- 
vidually-wrapped hard candies 
or bite-sized bars or other minia- 
tures. as the prizes. Marshmal- 
lows, chewing gum or gum drops 
are also enticing to youngsters 
playing the Dreidel game. 

The Dreidel is a four-sided top 
marked with four Hebrew letters 
which direct the play of the 
game. The letters are N meaning 
“nin" or nothing; G meaning 
“gantz” or all; H meaning 
“halb” or half and S which 
means "shtel,” or put in. 

Everyone starts the game with 
10 or 15 candies of which he puts 
one in the “pot.” The Dreidel is 
spun by one player at a time, 
whose fate is determined by the 
fall of the top. If N comes up, the 
player does nothing; G and he 
takes everything in the pot; H 
and he takes half of what is in the 
pot ; and S, he adds two candies to 
the pot. When one person has won 
all the candy, the game is over. 

Dreidels are available in 
stores where religious items are 
sold, can be purchased already 
filled with confections in special- 
ty stores, or can be made simply 
from cardboard, papier-mache 
or clay.

H ints, tips, clues and suggestions for a better-than-ever holi- 
day season are definitely in order now that Thanksgiving has 
been filed away for another year and the count down for the 
Big Day is in progress. 

As a starter, particularly since you ought to know before you 
take-to-the-mails, here's how to avoid any extra postage. 

• First-class mail weighing one ounce or less takes a 20 -cent 
stamp; add 17 cents for each additional ounce up to 12. Over 12 
ounces your “letter" becomes a package. 

• Add nine cents postage if the envelope length exceeds HVi in- 
ches or the width is over 6 '/« inches or the thickness exceeds ‘A inch 

• Minimum size is still 3Vi by 5 inches. 

• Another rule stipulates that mail must be rectangular — no 
round or triangular cards or envelopes, please. 

• And — it still pays to do your Christmas mailing early. 

IF YOU’RE as fortunate as we and are serenaded by carolers 
each Yuletide season, you might want to add ' ‘something different " 
when you offer the ‘ ‘chorale’ ’ something to sooth their vocal chords.

A real warmer-upper, it should be excel- 
lent for the songsters (as well as for the never-say-die golf tourna- 
ment we re signed up to play in next Sunday.) 

HOT SPICED WINE 
(Courtesy Steve and Jean Kelsey) 

2 qts. dry red wine (burgundy) 15-20 whole allspice 

4 cups water 15-20 whole cloves 

1 cup sugar 4 sticks cinnamon. 

1 lemon sliced 

Combine water and sugar in saucepan large enough to hold all 
ingredients. Heat over low burner until sugar is completely dis- 
solved, then add wine, lemon and spices. Simmer on low (do not 
boil) for about 1 Vi hours. A slow-cooking crockpot is an ideal method 
to use, we were told.

A case for recall 


Recall 

Message to Lansing 

Recall supporters had a lot to cheer about last week when 
Pontiac voters were successful in ousting from office, legis- 
lator Philip C. Mastin. 

Mr. Mastin. a Democrat from the 8th senatorial district, 
was one of a score of senators who supported Governor 
James Blanchard s proposal for a 38 percent hike in the 
state income tax. 

Also waiting to hear from voters in his district is David M . 
Serotkin, (D-Mount Clemens) who faces a recall election 
this week. 

Locally, Patrick H. McCollough (D-Dearborn), whose 
senatorial district includes Inkster, and Justine Barns, who 
is serving her first term in the state House and represents 
Westland are also in the line of fire. 

No one will dispute the voters' right to recall an official 
they have placed in office. 

And, indeed, the voters should put an elected official in 
the unemployment lines if they feel he or she is not doing the 
job they had promised to do. 

Elected officials may be the legislators, but, in the final 
analysis, the voters are the judges. If a man or woman isn 't 
doing the job you hired him to do, you dispose of him. It’s 
that simple. 

Some European governments use “the vote of confi- 
dence" as the basis of government. If the elected offical has 
lost that confidence, new elections are scheduled. 

There appears to be a feeling that our legislators will 
become impotent if they are ousted from office “over one 
issue.” 

We disagree with that sentiment. 

The trouble with legislators is that their memories are 
ephemeral. They forget what they promised during cam- 
paigns, “We won't raise taxes,” or “we’ll find alternative 
solutions to our fiscal problems" is rhetoric we have all 
heard during political campaigns. 

And, then what occurs? They go right ahead and raise 
taxes. Thank goodness some voters don't forget, and are 
willing to work and prove the democratic system is still 
alive and well in Michigan. 


As District Co-Ordinator of the Recall 
McCollough Committee, 1 would like this 
opportunity to address the remarks made by 
Lorenzo A. Moner, Jr., in a recent letter. “Is 
this recall necessary,” November 8-9, 1983. 

Mr. Montgomery, chairman of the commit- 
tee, NEVER gave the impression that he was 
a resident of the City of Inkster. That im- 
pression was made solely in the form of a 
printing error. 

The recall of Senator McCollough is a 
“grass roots” effort made up of a cross sec- 
tion of people residing in the Senator's dis- 
trict. Petitioners and those signing the peti- 
tion are housewives, college students, blue 
and white collor workers and more interes- 
tingly, retirees not affected by the tax in- 
crease but are well aware of the impact that it 
is having on their children. 

Additionally, the recall group IS a non- 
partisan group working without the help of 
any political party. I would also point out that 
the one Republican who did vote for the tax 
increase, Senator Harry DeMaso, has been 
targeted for recall. The remaining pro votes 
were on the part of the Democratic majority. 

As far as feeling that we were being faith- 
fully represented by the previous administra- 
tion, I would apprise Mr. Moner of the fact 
that there were two recall campaigns initi- 
ated against Governor Milliken, the most re- 
cent occurring in 1982, when he pushed 
through a temporary tax increase in the same 
manner as did Governor Blanchard and the 
38 percent state income tax increase. Where 
were you then, Mr Moner? 

Mr. Moner. I would like to know who the 
“rest of us” are that are “fed up with these 
recall groups? 1 ’ Who are these people who 
would infringe upon my CONSTITUTIONAL 
RIGHT to petition for redress of grievances? 
I CAN petition sir, and because of these 
rights, you do not have to sign my petition. 

You have implied that the Senator should 
be applauded for his courageous stand on this 
issue. You then go on to mention specific 
areas that YOU feel we should be concerned 
about, such as the education of our young 
people. 

Mr. Moner. have you ever wondered why 


the City of Inkster has five school districts? 

Do you not find it insane knowing that the 
students living on the south side of Avondale 
are not allowed to attend Cherry Hill High 
School on the north side of Avondale? WHY, 
with a constant decline in enrollment , do your 
school tax dollars continue to increase and 
support five Boards of Education? — But you 
do think the cost of a recall election would be a 
burden to the taxpayer! ! ! 

The other areas mentioned that YOU feel 
need our concern and attention are the senior 
citizens, the unemployed and the physically 
and mentally handicapped. I find it more 
than coincidence that Senator McCollough 
plays a major role in appropriating funds for 
these areas. 

Recently, the Senator requested a meeting 
with Rose Bogaert, Chairperson of the Wayne 
County Taxpayers’ Association. Inc. I was 
present, Ms. Bogaert suggested that there be 
two tape recorders running simultaneously 
so no one would be misquoted at a later date. 
The Senator refused! Why Mr. Moner? The 
Senator is the one running around claiming 
that the recall committee is running a cam- 
paign of half-truths. 

I asked the Senator two crucial questions: 
Did he vote his conscience or the will of his 
constituents? He said, “Both." (How can this 
be done, Mr. Moner?) The second question 
was; how can you justify your vote for an 
increase in state spending? He said he 
couldn t! 

If the State of Michigan is on the verge of 
bankruptcy as the Senator would have us be- 
lieve, why have the legislators not rescinded 
their salary increases? 

If YOU are truly looking for a “blatant" 
waste of taxpayer money, I suggest you con- 
tact your state representative or Senator 
McCollough and request copies of the state 
budget, the Auditor General’s Report and the 
House and Senator Journals. The education 
you receive will be over-whelming.

‘The Day After’-maddening 


As “The-end-of-the-world- 
as-we-know-it” stories go, 
“The Day After,” ABC’s ver- 
sion of a modern-day 
Armageddon, was, after all 
that fuss, only so-so. Except 
for the scenes of the bombs 
going off (for the most part, 
actual footage taken at test- 
sites over the years), it was 
too hokey and too ho-hum to be 
scary (which, in this case, 
translates to “meaningful”). 

Despite all the hype, despite 
all the day after ‘The Day Af- 
ter” crisiscenters, despite all 
the warnings about not letting 
children watch it, and the cau- 
tions about watching it alone, 
it still ended up being nothing 
more than a pretty mediocre 
made-for-TV disaster movie 
The usual stuff ...and that’s 
more than disappointing — 
it’s maddening 

The original four-hour ver- 
sion was chopped to two hours 
and 15 minutes in order to 
show it all in one evening — 
and that may have been the 
first mistake: In order to 
leave in the action scenes, we 
have to assume that the tran- 


sition scenes — the scenes cru- 
cial toward making the chain- 
of-events flow — were the ones 
eventually sacrificed. So, by 
not being privy to those all- 
important scenes, we were 
never given the chance to ex- 
plore the characters or under- 
stand their actions, even to fi- 
gure out what they were doing 
much of the time — or how 
they were getting from one 
place to another 

I spent more time being irri- 
tated by deletions or obvious 
errors than I did in believing 
“this could be real.” (Not that 
I don't believe the situation it- 
self could be real — I believe it 
only too well — I just didn't 
believe there was anything 
real about that typical and in- 
sufferably trite movie Didn't 
we know, for instance, when 
we zoomed in with the camera 
as Jason Robards attached 
the watch to his wife’s arm, 
that he would eventually find 
that watch in the rubble some- 
where 0 And didn’t he°) 

Done in intelligent, semi- 
documentary fashion, the 
movie could have been an ex- 
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body. 1 thought I was alone. I 
hummed a little, and I blew at 
the water coming at me, and I 
even laughed out loud when I 
thought of something funny. 

“Hush that noise,” a voice 
came from not two feet away, 
and then a wild shriek, “Da-a- 
a-a-d, I NEED This sink.”

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Boy, that long weekend really 
takes it’s toll, doesn't it? I’m just 
now getting back to stride after 
eating bodacious amounts of tur- 
key and visiting with friends.

Ten years ago. we rode two 
cylinder two strokes, air-cooled, 
that carried two people. I don’t 
think any of us had over $1,000 
into his sled; we suffered bogey 
wheel suspensions, leaf spring 
steering and the perpetual re- 
quirement to carry oil to mix 
with the gas. 

Today, high technology brings 
us oil injection, liquid cooling in- 
dependent front suspension, 
slide rail rear suspension, elec- 


tric hand warmers, standard in- 
strumentation including speedo- 
meter and tach . etc . etc. etc. And 
a cheap sled today is $1,500, an 
average price is $2,500 and the 
hi-speed guys pay $5,000! You 
see the point ? Far fewer people 
participate in the sport cause the 
costs are too high . . . without 
question the sleds are better, but 
the market is much more li- 
mited. Somehow, the race to 
higher techonology left the 
basics behind. 

Granted, the gas crunch that 
limited people's ability to get up 
north had an impact, but the in- 
dustry’s race to glory helped out 
enormously! Of the three of us 
trail-tigers,’ only one even has a 
sled left to ride. I guess we’re too 
cheap to pay for technology. 

Welcome back. Arctic Cat! 
This fine trail tourer from Thief 
River Falls, Minn, is back on the 
market after an absence of 
several years. And congratula- 
tions Chuck’s Cycle, on Michigan 
Avenue in Canton, for being 
appointed a dealer. I drive by 
your shop three or four times a 
week and have been sorely temp- 
ted to stop by and sit on that El 
Tigre, but I was afraid it would 
lead to something I can’t 
afford ! ! ! 

And even more congratula- 
tions! Mark Gilbert of Honda 
City returned from the Las 
Vegas preview show with the 
Honda Goldline Service Award ! 
Impressed? Wait until you find 
out that only 20 out of over 2,200 
dealers received the award. Now 
that's impressive !

Read the owners manual (be- 
fore you buy) Ask owners of 
similar cars how they like them 
( it can be quite revealing ) Know 
the cost of financing the purch- 
ase ( rates and your monthly pay- 
ments) Do you really want car 
payments for 48 months? Check 
quality control How well put 
together is the car? (Don’t buy in 
the dark : you may be left in the 
dark.) 

When buying a used car. watch 
uneven wear on tires. Also look 
at the mileage (check brake ped- 
als for heavy wear) ; listen for a 
rough idling engine. Call the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau regarding 
any complaints about the car 
dealer, and ask friends about his 
reputation. 

Know in advance how your car 
is to be towed (not all towing 
companies will know or care how 
your car should be handled). 
Learn how to change fuses (it is 
the first thing to check when you 
have an electrical problem or 
when the car won t start). 
Periodically check fluid in the 
battery. Know how to check the 
oil level. Know how to check and 
add coolant to your radiator. 
Check tire pressure periodically 
(correct pressure is listed in 
your owner’s manual). 

Watch wear on tires (often the 
cause of a flat). Know how to 
change a tire. Buy “winter 
wheels” for snow tires (saves 
mounting snow tires in the fall 
and unmounting tires in the 
spring). Carry jumper cables in 
the trunk (know how to use 
them). Carry a small shovel in 
the winter. Keep a road map of 
the US. (and one of your state or 
province (if in Canada) in your 
glove compartment) . Change oil 
often . assume that you are a hard 
driver (change at least as often 
as the owner’s manual recom- 
mends for severe driving — ev- 
ery three to four months) . Check, 
or have checked your fan belts to 
see if they are loose or worn 
Why do all this? Your car is the 
second largest investment you 
will probably make. Don’t be 
penny wise and pound foolish.

Christmas Past revisited at Village

It certainly is no secret that it ’s 
awfully difficult for two people to 
go out for dinner and entertain- 
ment these days without spend- 
ing a big chunk of the weekly 
paycheck. The cost of a meal, 
combined with movie admission , 
concert tickets or seats at a 
sporting event can throw most 
budgets into a tailspin rather 
quickly. 

But fear not . There is hope . For 
a short ride to the southeast and 
$15.95 per person, you can still 
enjoy an evening’s worth of food 
and entertainment at a reason- 
able price. 

The Komedy Players Dinner 
Theater, which is based at the 
Allen Park Motor Lodge on 
Southfield Road, will provide 
you and as many companions as 
you care to bring along with a 
thoroughly enjoyable evening. 
My wife and I recently attended 
the group’s performance of "On 
Golden Pond” and were amazed 
at the price, the people, and the 
performance. 

We attended on a Friday 
night, and the dining room, 
which has the stage located 
directly in the front foreground, 
was nearly full. The room seats 
120 people. 

From 6:30 to 7:30 p.m.. cock- 
tails are served. The cost of the 
drinks is not included in the 
$15.95 price, but the charges for 
the liquid refreshments are still 
very reasonable. 


At precisely 7:30, dinner is 
served. Customers have a choice 
of roast sirloin or chicken cordon 
bleu, and a salad, vegertable and 
dessert. 

Both my wife and I had the sir- 
loin, with a baked potato, and 
found it to be very tasty. The 
meat was cooked as we had re- 
quested while the salad and de- 
ssert. which consisted of a par- 


fait, were also enjoyable. 

The next item of business is the 
opening of the play. The per- 
formance begins at 8 45. and 
runs in two acts until just past 1 1 
p.m. 

For "On Golden Pond”, Don 
Craig plays the part of Norman, 
which was immortalized by Hen- 
ry Fonda in the screen version of 
the same story. Craig is truly the 


standout performer of the even- 
ing. as he makes the viewer 
slightly remember Fonda, but 
adds enough of his own charm to 
make the performance truly un- 
ique. 

The role of Ethel is played by 
Jane DeFoe, who also does a 
first-rate job with the part. De- 
Foe won Actress of the Year for 
the same role at the Wyandotte

A Victorian Santa Claus will 
lead a cast of characters in tradi- 
tional celebrations of Christmas 
'Dec. 3 through 31 at Henry Ford 
Museum and Greenfield Village. 

Holiday visitors to the 12-acre 
museum will be greeted by char- 
acter portrayals of St. Nick from 
the Victorian era, joined by such 
Victorian personalities as car- 
toonist Thomas Nast Clement 
Moore, author of “The Night Be- 
fore Christmas , ’ ’ and Sarah Ror- 
er, food editor of The Ladies 
Home Journal during the 1890’s. 

Performances of “The Wizard 
of Oz” are scheduled at 2 p.m. 
Dec. 3, 10, 17 and 26 thru 31 at the 
Henry Ford Museum Theater. 
Colorful costumes, lavish sets 
and familiar songs are part of 
this fantasy journey with 
Dorothy, Scarecrow, Tin Woods- 
man and Cowardly Lion. 

Holiday celebrations in adja- 
cent Greenfield Village will high- 
light a look at Christmas prepa- 
rations in more than a dozen his- 
torical buildings from the 18th 
century through the turn of the 
19th century. 

A rural Christmas of the 1870s 
will be evident in the boyhood 
farmhouse of Henry Ford, deco- 
rated with ornaments of natural 
materials and a simple tabletop 
tree trimmed with handmade 
flags reminiscent of the centen- 
nial. While the aromas of hearty 
dishes in the woodstove mingle 
with the odor of kerosene lamps, 
the delicate sounds of a music 


box will entertain guests while 
they chat with costumed occu- 
pants. 

In contrast nearby, the urban 
home of Orville and Wilbur 
Wright will celebrate Christmas 
of 1900. A full-size tree with paper 
and store-bought ornaments, 
surrounded by gaily wrapped 
presents is the centerpiece. Simi- 
lar decorations deck the halls 
throughout with the flicering 
glow of gas lamps. An old phono- 
graph plays while Christmas din- 
ner bakes in the gas oven. 

Other holiday excitement in 
the village will include a New 
Year’s reception in the home of 
Noah Webster, the gas-lit millin- 
ery shop where ladies busily 
fashion winter bonnets, the print- 
ing of greeting cards on 19th- 
century hand-operated and belt- 
driven presses in the Printing 
Office, the mellow General Store 
where children are welcome to 
play with reproductions of yes- 
teryear toys, and in the Wright 
brothers’ cycle shop . Visitors will 
discover what Wilbur and Orville 
were up to during the holiday 
season of 1903 as they prepared 
for their first successful aero- 
plane flight at Kitty Hawk. 

While choirs sing in the village, 
the legalization of Christmas as a 
holiday will be related in the 1840 
Logan County (111.) Courthouse, 
where Abraham Lincoln once 
practiced law. There will be

period demonstrations of cook- 
ing and holiday decorations- 
making in other interesting sites 
such as the Eagle Tavern, an 
1850s stage stop and inn that still 
serves meals to the public with 
the decor and fare of the time.
